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HOSPITAL POLICY AND THE EFFECT OF 
THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT ACT *

The Local Government Act, which came into operation 
on April 1st last, wrought epoch-making changes in .the 
sphere of local health organization. Unification of public 
medical and health services in the larger areas of the 
country unmistakably underlies the new legislation. 

The hospitals formerly administered under the Poor 
Law by boards of guardians now come under the councils 
of counties and county boroughs. The Local Government 
Act requires that public medical services, wherever 
possible, are to be provided otherwise than under the 
Poor Law. In order to comply with this basic principle, 
the Gulson Road Hospital, Coventry, was appropriated 
as from April 1st for purposes of the Public Health and 
Maternity and Child Welfare Acts, and is now adminis- 
tered by the Public Health Committee on behalf of the 
city council. -It was necessary to divide off the hospital 
from the institution (lately known as the workhouse) ; 
this institution is still administered under the Poor Law, 
but by the Public Assistance Committee of the council 
instead of the former board of guardians. In short, the 
Gulson Road Hospital has been separated geographically 
(by a new dividing wall and a new hospital lodge) and 
administratively from the Poor Law institution, and now 
becomes an essential part of the Public Health Depart- 
ment of the city. 

Since the hospital is conducted otherwise than under 
the Poor Law, it is able to serve a wider community. 
Formerly it could serve the destitute classes only, now 
it is a hospital for ‘‘ sick inhabitants ’’ within the meaning 
of the Public Health Act of 1907. This is a momentous 
change; it means that it is competent for the municipal 
hospital to take its share in meeting the hospital needs 
of the local community as a whole within the limits of 
the city. 

The full realization of this ideal, however, cannot be 
immediate, for the first responsibility of the hospital is 
the care of the sick poor. In other words the hospital 
must first meet inherited obligations, and any extension

in scope to deal with a wider section of the community 
must necessarily be subject to this condition. 

It is clear that, in order fully to develop the hospital 
according to its newly found status, it will be necessary 
in future to increase its accommodation for acute cases. 
There is at present a more or less stationary population 
of some ninety chronic patients in the hospital, who are 
more suitable for a simple institution than for a well- 
equipped hospital. The ultimate removal of these patients 
from the hospital, rather than its structural enlargement, 
is the probable solution, at any rate for some years to 
come. 

I now propose to consider the most important part of 
my theme—namely, co-operation with voluntary hos- 
pitals. Towards the end of 1926 the council of the British 
Hospitals Association agreed to approach the then Minister 
of Health in order to ascertain his views as to how the 
association and its constituent hospitals could best help 
in the task of linking up the voluntary hospitals with the 
existing public health services. The Minister was duly 
approached and his views obtained. The following extract 
appears in a letter dated February 15th, 1927, from the 
Minister to the Hospitals Association. 

‘‘ The Minister welcomes this intimation of the association’s 
willingness to co-operate in the task of linking up the volun- 
tary hospitals with the public health services, and he shares 
their desire that the development of a closer co-ordination 
should be achieved without prejudice to the voluntary 
principle.’’ 

I imagine that now, as then, the mutual desire for 
co-operation generally obtains. In fact, the recent Local 
Government Act makes definite provision for the holding 
of conferences between local: councils and the governing 
bodies and staffs of local voluntary hospitals, in evolving 
municipal hospital policy. 

With regard to this city I can say that this is the spirit 
my department wishes to foster. The Coventry and 
Warwickshire Hospital and the Coventry Municipal Hos- 
pital should be complementary instruments operating in 
a common cause. With our combined resources we desire 
to see in the not distant future the hospital needs of 
our community fully met and waiting lists for admission 
melt away in consequence. That, indeed, is the whole 
idea of the Local Government Act as it affects hospital 
policy. We have some way to travel, however, and 
many real difficulties to overcome before the ultimate 


| goal can be reached, although notable progress is being 


made. 
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SUPPLEMENT 1 


It might be useful here to mention a small but very 
real difficulty which is already not uncommon. It is 
a financial one. The man who has paid into a contri- 
butory scheme in connexion with the voluntary hospital 
sometimes finds, when in need of in-patient treatment, 
that no accommodation is available, and consequently 
finds himself admitted to the municipal hospital. Now, 
by law, we are required to charge (within limits) accord- 
ing to means, those who can pay all or part of the costs 
of treatment in this hospital. The contributor to the 
voluntary hospital scheme very naturally demurs, and at 
present he has no real redress. This is a problem requir- 
ing an early and amicable solution. 

In conclusion, we might try to define the ideals to be 
aimed at in the development of local hospital policy. 


1. In Coventry we are shortly to have an enlarged 
voluntary hospital, and we should have a municipal 
hospital with more beds than at present available for 
acute cases; in other words, we look forward to hospital 
provision collectively adequate to meet the community's 
need. 

2. We should have co-operation without overlapping, 
and certainly without competition, between voluntary 
and public hospitals. 

3. We should have a common “clearing house ”’ 
arrangement for admissions in order to secure prompt 
entry to hospital and a rational distribution of patients 
between the hospitals. 

4. Both hospitals might impose uniform charges 
(according to means) for maintenance and treatment. 


This is a hospital Utopia, but high aims make for high 
endeavour.

East Yorks AND Nort Lincs BrancH: East YORKSHIRE 
DIvISION 
A discussion on the clinical aspects of psychology was held 
on December 5th, 1930, in the Hull Royal Infirmary, when 
Dr. F. C. Eve was in the chair. 

Professor T. E. Jessop (Hull University College) gave a 
broad philosophical survey of the subject for half an hour. 
He concluded that Freud was too abstruse for the general 
practitioner, who would get more help from Jung and, 
especially, from Adler. 

Dr. F. C. Eve gave an epitome of Dr. Adler’s doctrine, with 
its superiority and inferiority feelings. Dr. Eve distributed 
an original schema, showing life’s course within parallel rails, 
between which the pilgrim’s course zigzagged owing to conflicts 
between four sets of psychological forces or feelings, 
which often acted simultaneously—namely, (1) physiological 
(selfish), (2) sociological (altruistic), (3) legal, (4) spiritual. 
Thus temptation occurred when (1) conflicted with (2) or (4). 
The schema supported Adler’s doctrine, because (2) fitted 
in with (1), (3), and (4), which were indisputable. Adler’s 
treatment consisted chiefly in interpretation, and in giving 
courage, hope, and social work. Prevention of neuroses was 
largely in the hands of schoolmasters, as the early symptoms 
were easily recognized. The two professions should both 
study psychology and should work together. 

Dr. T. M. Davie, superintendent of the East Riding Mental 
Hospital, gave a brilliant exposition of the views of Freud, and 
their application to interesting cases of his own. Freud had 
been the first to give meaning to these neuroses and psychoses, 
but was not very helpful in treating the psychoses. He had 
had no help from Adler in psychiatry (where the cases were 
far advanced), and he had a profound respect for Freud’s 
teaching. 

Dr. Geratp Davy, representing the general practitioner, 
proposed the classification and doctrine of Jung. He said that 
16 per cent. of his patients were suffering from neuroses. He 
was inclined to think that their dreads and worries increased 
their blood pressure—to a notable degree in two sisters. He 
criticized some of Adler’s points, and outlined the classification 
of Jung. 

Mr. fi. SHoosmitH, head master of Craven Street Secondary 
School, dealt with the growing mind. Rough answers, a grin, 
or obstinate silence, were often only signs of nervousness. 
Theft and lying meant far less in children’s minds than in 
adults. A nervous, fidgetty boy of 10 was terrified of all 
men except his doctor. His dreams and statements revealed 
that he feared men for the terrible things they did in cinemas. 
A little girl had been told by her parents that the mark of 
Cain was on her forehead, and when she dreamed of a big red 
H they said it meant “hell for her.’’ She acquired an 
inferiority complex, and retained it after twenty years. 
A child was found to be terrified of any cloak hanging on a 
door. This was traced to the story of Red Riding Hood and 
the wolf. Evidently the stories told to nervous children 
needed editing. 

This psychological evening, the first of its kind, had been 


looked forward to with keen anticipation. It was 
interesting to compare the points of view of the professor a2 from 
schoolmaster, and the disciples of Freud, Jung, ang the 
Unfortunately the fog and the late hour did not at he 
subsequent discussion. ay!
